The Trustees of the Litchfield Public Library hereby 
submit their thirty-fourth annual report. 


At the regular meeting of the trustees held at the 
library April 22, 1926, Mrs. Corabel B. Griffin was re- 
elected president and treasurer; J. Albert Reid, vice- 
president; Mrs. Mary J. S. Campbell, secretary, and 
Miss Florence C. Center, librarian. 


It was voted at this meeting to continue the office of 
the distributing agents the same as in previous years, 
Mrs. Blodgett at the north part of the town and Miss 
Shepherd at the south part of the town. 


It was voted to have the librarian buy a typewriter 
to use in the library for work, also to use the card sys- 
tem, also to purchase what necessary supplies are 
needed in a well equipped library. 


It was thought best to have some of the older books 
rebound if they could be done at a reasonable rate. 
Many of the children’s books have needed to be re- 
paired. 


It was voted that quarterly meetings be held for the 
trustees the first Saturday in January in the after- 
noon. The April, July and October meetings to be held 
at eight o’clock. 
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A gate has been placed at the top of the stairs lead- 
ing to the basement, and a substantial railing on the 
stairs to comply with the law for all public buildings. 
An electric light has been installed over the basement 
door. 


The people of the town are indebted to Mrs. Rena 
Knee Palmer of Manchester for a large, handsome 
mirror which is hung in the reading room. 


It is the wish of the trustees that the building and 
books might be more frequently used for gatherings 
and school purposes.

SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Litchfield: 


I herewith tender my report as school nurse for the 
past year. 

A large percent of the school children are 7 percent 
or more underweight: I believe this is due, to a great 
extent, by so many being unable to go home for lunch 
therefore eating a cold lunch. I also notice that only 
a few bring milk. I believe we must work out a plan 
so as to serve hot lunches, at a small cost, at the noon 
hour, especially during the winter months. 


There are also a large number of children with en- 
larged tonsils and defective teeth. It is pleasing to 
note that quite a few have had teeth treated during 
the past year, but, there are still more that need 
treatment. The number of tonsils treated has been 
small. These are two important factors in a child’s 
health and should have treatment at once when de- 
fective if you want your child to keep up in school: 
work. I wish all parents could realize the danger of 
defective tonsils, not only the danger at present but 
the danger to the child’s future health and every child 
should have everything done to help them to perfect 

health. 


There has been very little sickness in school the 
past year. 


¢ 
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There are a few children still unvaccinated. 


The children are very much interested in health 
work and show the results in the personal habits. I 
would suggest that paper towels and sanitary drink- 
ing cups be provided to the school, these being under 
the care of the teacher. The teachers are interested 
in the health work and give great support and co- 
operation.

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT'S 
REPORT 


To the School Board of Litchfield, 
Greeting: 


I have the honor of presenting herewith my eighth 
annual report as superintendent of your schools. I 
am attaching a report from your school nurse to which 
I invite your attention. 


School Costs 

I conceive it to be the duty of school officials first 
of all to establish and maintain as good schools as the 
funds at their disposal may permit, and second, to 
advise their constituents as to the amount of funds 
necessary for maintaining as good a system of schools 
as they can afford. It has been my observation and 
experience that a community will be generous in its 
financial backing of school officials as long as it feels 
that it is receiving a hundred cents’ worth for every 
dollar expended, and that it will commence to be nig- 
gardly in its appropriations when it is suspicious of 
any waste of its funds. 

Unfortunately the public, at least, has no universal 
criterion by which it measures the quality of school 
work. Such standards cannot be fixed as long as 
public opinion differs as to the kind of instruction and 
qualities in training are the most valuable. The cost 
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to the community, however, for the maintenance of 
the public schools is universally measured by the out- 
lay in dollars and cents. In this respect statistics may 
be given which will be interpreted by all alike. 


The total costs of the elementary schools of New 
Hampshire per pupil of average membership in the 
different school districts varied for last year from 
$37.60 to $266.64 with a median cost of $78.57. The 
cost in Litchfield last year was $69.91, or $8.66 less 
than the median for the state. 


Again, the entire expenditure for public education, 
including both the elementary and secondary schools, 
per $1000 of equalized valuation varied in this state 
last year from $1.29 to $28.68 with a median at $9.90. 
The expenditure in Litchfield was $9.07, or $.83 less 
than the median. Of this amount $1.46 was borne by 
the state leaving $7.61 as the share of the tax payers 
of the town. You have been generous in the matter 
of books, supplies, transportation, and janitor service, 
and you have employed teachers who could demand 
more than the average salary. For this economic ex- 
penditure of school funds, credit should be given to 
those to whom it belongs. 


Schools 


Both of your schools are presided over by normal 
trained teachers of successful experience. I find them 
conscientious and painstaking in their work. I be- 
lieve both schools are making progress that should re- 
ceive the support of the community. Our graduates 
in the neighboring high schools are standing well and 
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I have received no complaint of any lack of prepara- 
tion. However, I do feel that the noon lunches should 
be continued.
